man shot and probably fatally in­ 
jured, nearly IOO persons bruised and 
battered either by policemen or strike 
sympathisers, and five cars wrecked 
and then burned, Is the result of an 
attempt on the part et the Philadel­ 
phia 
Rapid 
Transit 
company 
to 
operate their cars by Imported strike­ 
breakers. 
The point at which the most serious 
rioting occurred is known as the 
Kensington mill district. In this sec­ 
tion of tho city live many nationalities 
and nearly all storekeepers In it 
closed their stores promptly at 6 
o’clook. As one car left tho car barn 
a boy cried "scab” and immediately 
he was pursued by a policeman who 
was riding on a car. The crowd 
dosed upon the policeman and his 
revolver was taken from him and ie 
believed to have been the same with 
which Policeman Levy was shot a 
few minutes later. In less than a 
half hour seven cars were wrecked, 
Ave being burned. A riot call brought 
atty policemen to the scene and the 
crowd was driven back. 
Incipient Riote Occur. 
Incipient riots occurred at the car 
barns at Sixteenth and Jackson streets 
in the downtown district and at Forty- 
ninth street and Woodland avenue 
and Forty-first street and Haverford 
avenue, in the West Philadelphia dis­ 
trict, when an attempt waa made to 
run cars from the barns, but after the 
cars were run back Into the barn 
there was no further trouble. 
The rioting In West Philadelphia 
was also caused by the attem pt to 
take out cars. The saloons were al­ 
lowed to remain open, but were not 
patronized largely by strikers. 
The situation is becoming more 
dangerous each hour. 
While the most serious rioting oc­ 
curred In the mill district in Kensing­ 
ton, cars were attacked in many other 
parts of the city. In W est Philadel­ 
phia dynamite caps were placed on 
the tracks and crowds atoned the 
strike-breakers when they attempted 
to bring out cars, forcing them to re­ 
turn to the barns. In the downtown 
section 
conductors 
and 
motormen 
were hauled from their cars and their 
clothes torn from their backs by mobs 
of strike sympathizers. In eome cases 
the terrified strike-breakers had to 
be taken to private houses and guard­ 
ed by policemen to save them from 
bodily harm. 
Kensington experienced 
five big 
riots and Kensington avenue, the main 
thoroughfare of the district, was filled 
with a holwing mob. So far as can be 
learned, the striking street car men 
themselves did not take part in the 
rioting. 
They were kept confined by 
their leaders in their various meeting 
places.

MILITIA SENT TO THE SCENE 


•trlkere at McCloud Bhut Down Light 
and Power Plant. 
Sacramento, Cal., June 3.—In re­ 
sponse to a telegram from McCloud 
announcing that the 600 lumber work­ 
men on strike there had broken into 
the light and power plant and forced 
the firemen and engineer! to quit 
work, Governor Gillett ordered four 
companies of the sjate militia to pro­ 
ceed to the scene at once. 
Colonel Bradbury's telegram said 
the town was without light or fire pro­ 
tection and that property worth $2,- 
900,000, the citizen* and their homes 
were at the ‘mercy of the strikers, 
who were apparently beyond control 
of their leaders. He asked that five 
companies of militia be rushed to tbe 
scene.

AFFAIRS OF TNE 
HEINZE COMPANY 


S n m n t Oh m Md Mu 
Further CMpltctted. 


New York, June t.—Affairs of F. 
Augustus Helnze A Co. and the Unit­ 
ed Copper company, which have kept 
the United States circuit court and 
the federal authorities here busy be­ 
cause of the disappearance of the 
books of the company needed by the 
federal grand jury to clear up loans 
alleged to have been made by Heinie 
while he was head of the Mercantile 
National bank during the panic of 
1907, w ere clarified somewhat and yet 
seemingly paradoxically complicated. 
George Baglin, second vice presi­ 
dent of the United Copper company 
and secretary to Helnse, who was 
placed In the Tombs Tuesday for con 
tempt of court, was released with the 
consent of United States District At­ 
torney Wise. It is understood that 
this action followed his deposition 
from the board of directors, as a 
meeting of the stockholders has re­ 
sulted in the naming of a board in 
which Baglin’s name does not ap­ 
pear. 
Mr. Heinze was re-elected a di­ 
rector, as was Stanley Gifford of New 
York. 
F. Augustus Heinze was not pres­ 
ent at the meeting, but a representa­ 
tive of his, holding a proxy for 240,- 
000 shares, was on hand and it is be­ 
lieved th at the board is under Heinze’s 
control. 
While the stockholders were meet­ 
ing in Hoboken the disappearance of 
the books was being further investi­ 
gated before Judge Lacombe in the 
United States court, who agreed to 
give Sanford Robinson until Friday 
to answer the charge of contempt. 
The grand jury minutes were read in 
court, giving some details of Baglin's 
testimony concerning the disappear­ 
ance of the books. His testimony 
showed that on May 19 be had been 
instructed by Heinze and Robinson at 
the office of the company to find the 
janitor and make arrangements for 
the removal of the two strong trunks 
which had just been taken outside. 
He did as directed and the trunks 
were removed. They contained the 
books of the company as sought by 
the grand jury, but where they went 
then Baglin said he did not know.

Federal Attorney Declares That Own­ 


ers of the Indianapolis News Were 


Aware of the Fact That the Panama 


Canal Craft Article Wee Untrue and 


Waa Originated by Blackmailers. 


Indianapolis, June 3.—The govern­ 
ment won a point in its prosecution 
of charges against Williams and Dela­ 
van Smith, owners of the Indianapolis 
News, indicted by a grand jury in the 
District of Columbia on the charge of 
criminal libel in publishing Intima­ 
tions that there was an enormous 
"graft** In the purchase of the Panama 
canal by the United States, the sec­ 
ond day of the hearing before Judge 
Anderson in the United States court 
of this district, on the government's 
application for an order removing the 
defendants to th o 'District of Colum­ 
bia for trial. 
At the request of United States At­ 
torneys Stuart McNamara of the de­ 
partm ent of justice at Washington 
and Charles W. Miller of this district, 
Judge Anderson continued the case 
nntll Oct. ll, next, to permit prosecu­ 
tion to introduce as witnesses Frank 
H. Hitchcock, former chairman of the 
Republican national committee; Nor­ 
man E. Mack, chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic committee; George B. Corial- 
yon, certain members of tbe office 
staff of J. Plerpont Morgan A Co., 
and certain officials of various depart­ 
ments of the government at Washing­ 
ton. The defense protested against a 
continuance. 
Mr. McNamara declared it was Im­ 
possible to anticipate tbe wide scope 
that the case had taken on. He pro­ 
posed to prove by Messrs. Hitchcock 
and Mack, he said, that they both 
had made public announcement that 
the "story" offered to both of them 
for consideration, that there was cor­ 
ruption in the Panama transfer, was 
a "fake” originated by blackmailers 
who hoped to get money from William 
Nelson 
Cromwell, but failed. The 
story was published in the New York 
World and the same journal printed 
Mr. Cromwell’s denial of it Oct. 2. 
Mr. McNamara said he expected to 
prove that the defendants bad knowl­ 
edge of the denial when they prepared 
their editorial article published later 
In the Indianapolis News. By mem­ 
bers of J. Pierpont Morgan's staff, he 
said, he expected to prove that the 
$40,000,000 the United States paid for 
the Panama canal was paid directly 
to the two old French companies and 
that no go-between got a cent of 
profit. 


BOUND OVER TO GRAND JURY 


Three Men Accused of Robbing Over­ 
land Limited M ail Car. 
Omaha, June 3.—G. W. Woods, Fred 
Torgensen and James Gordon were 
bound over to the next grand jury and 
held under $25,000 bond each to an­ 
swer the charge of holding up and 
robbing the Overland Limited mail 
car on the Union Pacific railroad on 
the night of May 22, by Judge W. H. 
Munger in the United States district 
court. 
Twenty-two witnesses were called 
to identify the prisoners. Six small 
boys, ranging from eight to eleven 
years, were interesting witnesses and 
each told of seeing one or more of 
the men in the vicinity of Brown park 
before and after the robbery occur­ 
red. They found revolvers and other 
paraphernalia which led to the ar­ 
rests of the three men. 
Members of the train crew and a 
number of postal clerks were among 
the witnesses examined and each as­ 
sisted in identifying two or more of 
the men under arrest. 
The defense did not Introduce any 
witnesses, Attorney McFarland, who 
represents the prisoners, satisfying 
himself with a rigid cross-examina­ 
tion of the government’s witnesses. 


PITTSFIELD STRIKE 
ENDED 


8treet Car Company G rants Principal 
Demands of Employes. 
Pittsfield, Mass., June 3.—The Pitts­ 
field Street Railway company and the 
striking carmen came to an agree­ 
ment after an all night conference 
and it was announced that the men 
would go back to work at once. The 
company acceded to the two principal 
demands of the strikers—the I cent 
an hour wage increase and a straight 
ten-hour day—while the strikers with­

IN THE GULF OF FINLAND 


Ktriperer William and the Czar Will 
Meet. 
B t Petersburg, June 3.—A meeting 
between Emperor William and Bm- 
perter Nicholas bae been arranged, 
and will take place in the waters of 
tbe Finnish gulf. Tbe exact date of 
tbe meeting will be decided upon later, 
but it probably will be June 17. The 
German emperor will arrive on the 
Imperial yacht Hohenzollern, while 
Emperor Nicholas will be aboard the 
Stanftart, accompanied by M. Iswol* 
sky, the foreign minister, and Ad­ 
miral Voevodsky, the minister of ma 
line. 
The newt of the proposed interview 
between the sovereigns, coming so 
soon after the settlement of the Bal­ 
kan criaaa, has aroused eager specula­ 
tion among the diplomats at St. Pe­ 
tersburg. It waa supposed in some 
quarters 
thst 
German 
mediation, 
which had ended , the crisis, had left 
a heritage of bitterness which would 
estrange the two monarchs and lead 
Russia to identify herself more closely 
with 
Great 
Britain's 
continental 
policy. 
The meeting, which according to 
some reports has been arranged on 
the initiative of Emperor Nicholas, is 
taken to mean that Russia prefers an 
amicable arrangement with Germany 
to the doubtful issue of a a antagonis 
tic policy. If Emperor William also 
meets President Fallieres, aa it is re­ 
ported from Berlin he will do, the 
European situation may be regarded 
as entering upon a decidedly peaceful 
phase. 


FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM 


CLAIMS INS WIFE 
ENDED NEN LIFE

Relatives Claim Aged Physician Waa 
Murdered. 
Chicago, June 3.—Dr. John T. Bink­ 
ley of Evansville, Ind., elghty-two 
years old, was found dead in a room 
at the Wellington hotel here, and his 
son, Dr. John T. Binkley, Jr., and oth­ 
er relatives are certain he was mur­ 
dered by a robber, while the police 
and hotel authorities incline toward 
the suicide theory. Dr. Binkley was 
found sitting upright in a chair and 
he had been shot in the left side of 
the face, the bullet taking an up­ 
ward course. A 32-caliber short re­ 
volver was found on the bed to the 
right of the dead man and one cham­ 
ber wras empty. Mrs. George Up­ 
church, his daughter, and her twen­ 
ty-two-year-old daughter had left Dr. 
Binkley in his room only an hour be­ 
fore he was found dead. 
The dead man’s relatives are firm 
in their belief that he was murdered. 
They say the aged man’s watch, purse 
and valise were missing. The valise 
was later found in a lavatory on the 
same floor as Dr. Binkley’s room. It 
contained only some medicines and 
toilet articles and near by it was 
found a partly filled bottle of whis­ 
key. 
Dr. Binkley was once a well known 
physician in this city. Dr. Binkley, 
Jr., is the founder of the Chicago hos­ 
pital.

OLD CADIZ. 


One* Richer Than London, IU Chief 
Business Now Is Salt. 
Of Cadiz, De Amids said, “It Is best 
described by writing the word ‘white’ 
with a white pencil on blue paper.” 
Under the noonday sun, seen from 
the lofty Torre de Vlgia, the mediae­ 
val watchtower In the center of the 
city, Its buildings are dazzling and al­ 
most encircled by the blue sea. 
A 
long, narrow isthmus like the stem of 
a pipe leads from San Fernando, on the 
mainland. Cadiz rests on the bowl of 
the pipe—yes, a pure white meer­ 
schaum without coloring, though 3,000 
years old. 
Americans may justly regard this 
now decadent place with compassion, 
because it grew to greatness by its 
commerce with the new world—while 
Spain ruled the Americas—and theD 
fell away into decay on the loss of the 
western possessions. 
It was great before Rome was found­ 
ed. And as late as 1770 it was wealth­ 
ier than London. Commerce has ever 
been Its life. 
Today Its chief busi­ 
ness is the production of salt for ex­ 
port. This humble staple, evaporated 
In countless shallow lagoons in wide 
spreading marshes, still keeps Cadiz 
In touch with the new world, as most 
of the salt Is shipped to South Amer­ 
ica. 
The natives pronounce Cadiz with 
“z” silent and “a” very broad—“Ca-dl.” 
That has always been its name, with 
slight variations. Its Phoenician and 
Tyrian founders called It Gadir, a cas­ 
tle of fastness. The Romans called it 
Gades. The Arabs had it Kadis.—De­ 
troit News-Tribune.

NEAR DEERWOOD 


Body of Rod Man Found by Boys 


this Morning About 
Two 


Milos South of There 


VICTIM 
OF 
DRUNKEN 
ROW 


Four Indians Got off Train From 


Aitkin at Midnight Worse 


From Fire Water 
Some boys made the gruesome find 
of the dead body of an Indian on the 
Bay Lake road about two miles south 
of the village of Deerwood this morn­ 
ing. The boys brought the news to 
Deerwood and shortly afterward anoth­ 
er came in and gave himself up. 
He 
said, according to what can be learned 
here, that he was a brother of the dead 
man and thai they had been attacked 
by two other Indians and his brother 
beaten to death and himself badly 
pounded up before he got away. 
He 
was, however, handcuffed and locked 
up by the local constable pending an 
investigation. 
Coroner 
Gibson was 
notified this forenoon and went to 
Deerwood on the afternoon train to in­ 
vestigate the matter. According to 
the statement of a Deerwood gentle­ 
man who was on the train last night, 
four Indians, badly intoxicated, got on 
the train at Aitkin and left it at Deer­ 
wood. They are supposed to have been 
heading for Mille Lacs when they be­ 
came embroiled in a row and one was 
killed. A second, as has been stated, 
gave himself up and the other two are 
at large as yet. 
Sheriff Reid picked up two Indians 
today who claimed to have come from 
Aitkin last night. He at first subpoe­ 
naed them to go to Deerwood today, 
but before leaving changed his mind 
and locked them up in the county jail 
pending the investigation of the affair.

The moon will rise eclipsed before 7 
o’clock, but owing to the usual hazy 
condition of the atmosphere at night- 
lall, and to the fact that the moon is 
very dim at this time, it will not be 
seen locally until some time later. 
However it is probable that the total 
eclipse will be visible here, as the sha­ 
dow does not begin to pass until 8 
o’clock. 
There will be a total eclipse of the 
sun on June 17, visible as a partial 
eclipse to North America generally.

ROGERS’ FIRST DEAL IN O IL 


First Partner of Lots Financier Tolls 
How It W as Mads. 
Charles P. Ellis of New York was 
the first partner in the oil business of 
Henry H. Rogers, the Standard Oil mag. 
nato who recently died at his home lo 
New York, and was primarily respon­ 
sible for the financier’s entry into oil. 
Mr. Ellis in speaking of his early asso­ 
ciations with Mr. Rogers said: 
“I met my old friend first when I 
was six years old. I was nine months 
older than he. This was at Fairhaven, 
Mass., where our parents lived. I see 
it has been stated that Mr. Rogers* fa­ 
ther was a poor man. This is wrong, 
for he owned the house he lived in, 
and a man cannot be called spoor who 
owns his own house. We played to­ 
gether and entered the grammar achoo! 
at Fairhaven at the same time. After 
that we went to high school, where 
Henry graduated. I didnt After leav­ 
ing school Mr. Rogers went to work 
with his father at the Fairhaven Un­ 
ion store. 
“It was in 186L and the pi\_discover­ 
ies had been made. We both had been 
saving and had about $600 each. Oil 
got to be a craze, and we two talked 
about it incessantly. At last we made 
up our minds to try our luck and found 
out that it would take about $1,800 to 
put up a refinery. We found somebody 
else who had $600, and the three of us 
arranged to go into partnership. 
“At Hie last moment the third man 
dropped out, and the question was how 
to build an $1,800 refinery with $1,200. 
We did It on credit, but I am not going 
to tell you how. The refinery was built 
at McClintockville, about two and a 
half miles above Oil City, and the firm 
of Rogers & Ellis came into existence. 
I named the firm, for I was nine 
months older than Henry.*’ 
Mr. Ellis said that it was only re­ 
cently that he spent an hour with Mr. 
Rogers talking over old times. 
“I can’t believe he is dead,’’ he said. 
“He was a most extraordinary man, 
yet very human. Everybody liked him. 
He never said a bad word about any 
body, and no one said a bad word 
about him, except some newspapers.”

bill was under consideration, held that 
the absence of a Quorum could not be 
called to the attention of the senate 
if the senator occupying the floor de­ 
clined to yield for that purpose.

made when the currency bill was un* 
der consideration, and th at under it 
there would be serious abuse of parlia­ 
m entary rules. He announced his In­ 
tention to obtain a full consideration 
of this question by th* Introduction 
of a resolution to be considered by 
the committee on rules. 
A long speech dealing with the 
pledge of party leaders with respect 
to a revision of the tariff was begun 
by Senator La Follette and will be 
continued. By numerous quotations 
he maintained that no question could

During his address Mr. La Follette 
suddenly ceased speaking and swayed 
at his desk. Senator Money moved a 
recess of thirty m inutes that Senator 
La Follette might have tim e to recov­ 
er. The Wisconsin senator was es­ 
corted to a cloak room. 
His face was 
very red, his breath was coming in 
gasps. It was feared that he might 
collapse under the strain of his speech 
and the heat. He recovered after be­ 
ing removed to the cloak room. 
Senator Nelson also discussed the
